The BUI 
The bill makes the state tax com 


•mission a state board of assessment 
to make an annual assessment of al 
•the property of all railroad companies 
'in the state for the purpose of levying 
and collecting the 
tax 
thereon 
'.Street railways are excluded from 
the operation of the act. 
The board 
Is 'to have access to all 
the books, 


•papers, documents, etc., in any of the 
state departments and also In coun- 
ties, towns, cities and villages; it is 
also given power to compel witness 
•es to attend its sessions, give 
ovl 


deuce and produce books and papers 
"that may'be called for. 
Provision is 
made for the taking of depositions of 
•witnesses-who reside outside 
of the 
state. 


To Make Report 


Every company operating a rail- 


Toad In Wisconsin Is required, be- 
tween July 1 and August 15 In each 
year to make a report to the board, 
under oath of the president or other 
chief officer concerning all-of 
tho 


details of the business of the com-, 
pany. Including tho total number of 
shares of capital Block, par value or 
the stock for the whole system, and In 


Wisconsin separately; market value 


of the stock of the entire system, and 
If It has no market value then the 
actual value; the funded debt of the 
company for the entire system and 
a detailed statement of all series or 
bonds, debentures of other securities 
forming a part of the funded debt, at 
par value; the market value of each 
series of funded debt for tho whole 
system, and if It has no market value 
then the actual value; such general 
descriptions of the real estate of the 
company owned or operated in Wis- 
consin as will be sufficient in a con- 
veyance thereof under a Judicial de- 
cree directing a sale for taxes; a like 
description of the personal property. 


A Statement 


In addition to this the companies 
are also required to furnish a detailed 
statement of all capital stock, bonds 
or securities owned • by or held In 
trust for the company, and tho capi- 
tal stock, bonds or other securities of 
other persons, companies or corpora- 
tions, owned by or held In trust for 
It. and the par value and tho market 
or actual value of iho same. 
Tho 
statement must show the tho number 
of miles operated in Wisconsin, as 
•well as the number of miles In tho en- 
tire system 
reported 
separately; 


whether operated as owner, Jesse or 
otherwise. 
Also the gross earnings 


must be stated for the system as a 
whole and of that portion in Wiscon- 
sin separately. 
In the event that 
the companies refuse to make 
the 


statements tho board shall secure tho 
information In the best manner possi- 
ble and the company refusing the In- 
formation shall bo barred from ques- 
tion of the determination of the board, 
except upon proof of fraud or mistake. 


Inspection 


The board la authorized to inspect 


the property of each company if 
It 


deems It necessary. 
Between Sep- 


tember 1 and November 1 of 
each 


year the board shall determine tho 
true cash value of the property or 
each railroad company in the 
state 


and place tho same upon the assess- 
ment rolls. 
In determining the true 
cash value the board may tako 
into 


consideration, with other information, 
the mileage of the whole system and 
the part In this state. 
The cost of 


the railroad and the equipment, its 
uses, earning capacity, tho market or 
actual value of the capital stock, and 
the market or actual value of 
tho 


funded debt of the entire system 
In 
Wisconsin as well as the true cash 
value of the entire property of 
tho 


railroad. 
Each railroad company Is 


to be notified by the board of

amount of Its assessment. 


Once a Year

the companies are to pay a license fee 
an under the present system; If. this 
license fee Is less than tho amount 
fixed by the board of assessment un- 
der the ad valorem plan, the balance.

That the company does not plan to

voice full of anger:'

The face of the adopted sister was 


before him, and he remembered how 
she- was taken Into the • homo as a 
waif, and how as she developed into 
girlhood, her sunny disposition, woi 
the hearts of the father and mother 
until she became the daughter In tho 
household. 


He had not seen her since 
the 


morning ho left homo as a boy, but he 
realized that a great injustice had 
been'committed, when It was found 
after the death of tho ol<i people, that 
no will could be found, and tue glr. 
whoso devotion and loyalty had been 
so constant, was lefl without a penny, 


As the only legitimate heir, he 


had inherited the wealth that was 
never Intended for him. and while 
he was not dependent upon It, he had 
enjoyed the right of possession for 
many years. 


The girl had married, and in a dis- 


tant city was helping to maintain a 
incmest home, where luxuries were 
not common, and where the comforts 
of life were not always the most 
abundant.

While thought was busily engagei 


with old associations, a sealed pack 
age attracted his attention, and pick 
Ing it up he was startled to notice 
the Inscription, "Last Will and Testa 
nient." bearing date somo years i.e 
foro his father's death.

Tho question of Justice, Is a ques- 


tion of honor of the highest type. 
lo 
means more than honesty anil 


moru than profession of faith. 


It Is the one element so largely 


lacking today in almost every depart- 
ment where common Interests blend. 


The home, the church, tho commun- 


ity, the state and the nation, 'would 
be better governed, if the sense of 
common Justice between man 
man, was more fully recognized. 


The element of selfishness enters 


so largely Into the make-up of hu- 
manity that it is dltllcult to enter- 
tain and encourage the spirit of Jus- 
tice and fairness, so essential to the 
best well-being. 


The great conflict going on today 


between capital and labor, presenting 
one of • the most serious problems 
that ever confronted the nation. Is 
stimulated and encouraged by Ignor- 
ing the great principles of common 
justice. 


Capital Is largely represented by 


men who are grasping, and many ot 
the methods employed to Increase 
wealth, are questionable, not 
so 


much from the standard of honesty, 
but from the higher standard of sim- 
ple justice. 


The sweat shops In the cities and 


the army of children employed in 
factories to reduce to a minimum the 
'cost of production, are evidences of 
the fact that gain without regard to 
condition or consequences Is the all- 
absorbing object.

Labor Is just as unreasonable and 


pie Justice entirely Ignored.

state a spirited discussion on tho 
axatlon of corporate property. Rail- 
roads have been so vigorously

nounced by pretended reformers, that 
the public mind has become inflamed 
and judgment has been sacrificed to 
reason through prejudice. The state 
ment of Intelligent men who stand 
nt the head of these great corpora^ 
tlons. Is lightly regarded and grave 
Injustice Is liable to result.

interests clamor for restrictions that 
will contribute to gain.

They are content to enjoy all o 


tho blessings and advantages that 
the church brings to tho community 
and would not live In a town where 
these organizations do not exist, bu 
they fall to recognize tho Injustice 
of crowding the burdens onto otlie:
